STATEMENT OF THE CASE 

A citation was issued to the Defendant on April 21, 2020 for violating Oneida Code of Laws 

section 609.6-1(c)(6), Trespass – parks or drives any vehicle on Tribal land without proper 

authorization – 1st offense. 

FINDING OF FACTS 

1. The Court has subject matter, personal and territorial jurisdiction over this matter. 

2. The Defendant received proper notice.  

3. A hearing was held on July 16, 2020.  

4. During the hearing, the parties agreed to a stipulation as follows: 

a. Fine: $100.00 

b. Court costs: $25.00 

c. Three (3) months to pay in full. 

5. The stipulation is reasonable.  

ORDER 

1. The above stipulation is approved.  

2. Defendant shall pay to the Oneida Judiciary within three (3) months from the date this order 

is signed:  

Fine:   $100.00  

Court Costs:   $25.00  

Total:  $125.00
